“The Yeomen of the Guard” was first presented on Oct. 3, 1888, at the 
Savoy Theatre. It was the eleventh opera composed by Sullivan and written 
by Gilbert. In it, there was a deliberate attempt to get away from the usual 
type of “Gilbertian” humor. Consequently, this opera is the closest to Grand 
Opera of all the Gilbert and Sullivan productions. 

The characters are also a contrast to the usual characters of Gilbert. They 
are not “typed” and are less caricatures; instead, they are more human, more 
natural, and perhaps pathetic.

Jack Point, the jilted jester, arouses our sympathy as he falls unconscious 
at the feet of Elsie, his love. As a jester he has little success; as a philosopher, 
he is most discerning. The coquette, Phoebe Meryll, we enjoy because she 
seems so real. Her father, Sergeant Meryll, sacrifices his freedom by promising 
to marry Dame Carruthers, the Tower housekeeper and gossip, who discovers 
his plot to save Colonel Fairfax, the dashing, debonair young soldier. Clumsy 
Wilfred Shadbolt, the jailer, is amusing by reason of his stupidity and down¬ 
right conceit. 

The choruses of citizens and Yeomen are skilfully used, as in all Gilbert 
and Sullivan operas, to accentuate the mood of the scenes in which they appear. 
Indeed, they constitute the “ideal” audience throughout the opera.
